The possibility of the opening 
of a second front in Europe is 
being discussed as eagerly as 
ever, but speculation has 
changed somewhat in view of 
the reverse in Libya, and there 


is less inclination here to re- 
gard such an offensive as 
imminent. 


Some radio commentators sug- 
gest that the reinforcement of 
existing fronts, particularly the 
Mediterranean, may be the prin- 
cipal consideration, rather than 
the opening of a new front. 

But on one thing most of-the 
xperts and commentators are 
greed—that the crucial stage of 
the war is at hand.

Mass arrests in Vienna and 
Lower Austria, announced 
yesterday by the German 
News Agency, seem to fore- 
shadow a general purge 
throughout the Reich of 
“ anti-social and destructive 
elements.” 

The purge, which will be car- 
ried out by special commissions 


set up by gauleiters, underlines} ; 


Hitler’s admission in his last 
Reichstag speech that there 
was an element in Germany not 
whole-heartedly behind the war 
effort. 

Black lists of suspects will be 
drawn up by the commissions, 
and those arrested will be sent 
to forced labour or put into 
Gestapo “ schooling camps.” 


This clean-up of the Nazi] ’ 


Home Front has been fore- 


shadowed by “The People’s” 


diplomatic correspondent. For 
weeks past he has stressed the 
growing anxiety of the Nazi 
leaders at the discontent among 
the German people. 


The purge, by which 
Hitler hopes to secure the 
Nazi rear against a revolt 
among the German people, 
coincides with a savage cam- 
paign of repression in Poland 
and Czechoslovakia; and with 
reports from Norway that the 
Nazi forces there are being 
strengthened. 


“WELCOME STEP” 


The full text of the official 
German announcement, as 
quoted by Reuter, reads: 

“The fight against anti-social 
elements has always been a 
foremost problem of population 
policy. 

“In some Gaus (provinces) 
of the Reich an attempt has 
now been made to take active 
steps to fight those incapable 
of living in the community. 


“The Reichsleitung of the 
Nsdap (Central Office) Office 
for Racial Policy of the party 
has welcomed and approved of 
these steps. 

“Since antisocial persons re- 
present an element of unrest of 
the first order, this work is very 
important, particularly in war 
time. 

“Certain unified directives 
ought to be followed, and all 
Gaus must agree on a system of 
grading. 

“Throughout the 
Reich there must be a uniform 
conception of who is capable of 
living in the community. 

“To ensure this uniform atti- 
tude the clarification of the 
term recently arrived at in the 
Gau Niederndonau (Austrian 
Province) has been made com- 
pulsory which conforms with 
the directives issued by the 
Reich Ministry of the Interior 
concerning the definition of 
herditary diseases. 

“According to this leaflet 
individuals incapable of living 
in a community are all those 
who, owing tc a mental atti- 
tude, are incapable of satisfy- 
ing the minimum requirements 
of the national community 
regarding their personal, social 
and national bearing. 


FIGHT IS ON 


“ Anyone is anti-social, there- 
fore, who, owing to criminal 
anti-State or querulous inclina- 
tions, continually enters into 
conflict with the penal law, the 
police and other authorities. 


“Moreover, the annuity 
hunter, loth to do any kind 
of work, and the insurance 
sponger or whoever tries to 
burden the community with 
his upkeep and that of his 
children: whoever is particu- 
larly uneconomical and un- 
controlled and lacks a sense 
of responsibility is neither 
able to run an orderly house- 
hold or raise children to 
become useful citizens.

terrific Russian resistance at Sebastopol, Hitler was yesterday 
throwing in masses of heavy tanks, infantry reinforcements 
and planes in a great and desperate bid to capture the fortress 


without further delay, 


The German commanders | 
have obviously had orders to 
advance regardless of losses, 
and the critical phase of the 
battle has now been reached. 


Under the most concentrated 
attack yet known in this war, 
Moscow last night gave wam- 
ing that the Red Army is being 
forced back. 

General von Mannstein'’s main 
attack comes from the north, and} 
it has brought him at al 
number of points to the shores 
of Savernaya Bay. 

From here his troops can look! 
across a 2,000 yards wide sea 
channel into the harbour and 
city centre of Sebastopol. 

Guns are being rushed up and 
the city is under heavy bombard- 
ment. 

On other sectors the Germans 
are from four to seven miles 
away. Yesterday they were re- 
ported to be violently attacking 
Malakoff, one of the strongest 
Russian fortresses to the south of 
the city. 

But it is on the northern shores 
of Savernaya Bay that the fiercest 
battles are raging. One Moscow 
report, quoted by Reuter, says: 

“The Germans are using 
massed heavy tanks to batter 
their way into the Russian posi- 
tions, supported by several Ger- 
man divisions. 

“But Soviet infantry, machine- 
gunners and mortar-gunners are 
blocking the way. 

“One Soviet correspondent. | 
cabling from Sebastojuil “today; 
said: ‘Our dauntless men are dis- 
puting bravely every yard. ” 


Russian Landings 


“Pravda’s” correspondent, 
quoted by the B.U.P., says: “The 
cannonade and roar of aircraft 
engines is unceasing night and day, 
and the air is shuddering with the 
explosions of thousands of bombs.” 


Marines — Sialin’s 

fighters — have rein- 
forced the besieged fortress. 
They were landed from the 
cruiser Red Crimea, which beat 
off repeated air attacks and 
cleared its way through mine- 
fields to get there. 

The Russian Black Sea Fleet is 
also in action, shelling Axis con- 
centrations and delivering ammu- 
nition and supplies

“The destruction of enemy rem- 
nants to the north of the bay con- 
tinues,” it stated. “An artillery 
works and the area on either side 
of a dry dock were taken. 

“Bitter fighting is in progress 
for the enemy’s last coastal fort in 
the northern part of the fortress.” 

German reports also speak of 
further Russian landings on the 
Kerch peninsula. Two attacks 
were beaten off, the Nazis say. but 
fighting continues at a third 
point. 

An explanation of the present 
jury of the German blows at 
Sebastopol is provided by Nazi 
prisoners, who say that the 
fortress was “timed” to fall ten 
days ago. 

On other sectors of the Russian 


front, too, the Germans are 
making no headway, 
On the Kharkov front the 


German attacks have petered out 
for the time being, and the Red 
Army, in a counter-attack, forced 
their way into an unnamed town 
after fierce street fighting. 

Elsewhere on the front there 
have been only local engagements, 
though the Germans claim to have 
repulsed an attempted Soviet 
break-through in the Leningrad 
area. 


GUERILLAS’

The public will have to 
meet the cost by paying 2s. a ton 
extra for its coal—when it can 
get it. 

“Man o° the People” believes 
personally that we shall have to 
come in at the end to nationalisa- 
tion of the mines, of transport and 
of credit, but meanwhile the com- 
munity will not grudge this slight 
contribution to one notoriously 
underpaid and hard-worked group 
of fellow citizens.

All have two characteristics in 
common which are the basic 
personal prerequisites of a Nazi 
boss—a childlike faith in the suc- 
cess of terrorism, and the assur- 
ance of personal safety behind 
their own ruthlessness. 

Heydrich’s end has literally cut 
the ground from under their feet. 
It has rocked the foundations of 
the private life of every Nazi 
leader no less than the destruc- 
tion of the Ruhr has rocked the 
public policy of their regime. 

If Heydrich, one of the most 
strongly guarded men in the 
Reich, was not safe in one of the 
most stringently supervised pro- 
vinces in Europe, how much more 
liable are they to suffer an 
agonising end? 

That is the question which is 
the greatest Nazi nightmare today, 
for all leaders know all there is to 
be known about the effects of 
agony, especially of the type that 
Heydrich must have suffered in 
his last week.

The career of Reinhard Heydrich

In what is known as the Whis- 
pering Gallery of Europe—those 
lookers-on who aré crouched round 
in concentrated study of the surg- 
ing bear pit which is Europe to- 
day—the story of Heydrich’s last 
week has been reconstructed in 
several ways. 

Some are obviously guesswork, 
but at least one seems to be based 
on something more solid.

HO or how many first 
built up the story it is 
impossible to say, but after study- 
ing it I am inclined to think that 
the manner and significance of 
Heydrich’s end may generate an 
aftermath that will affect the 
course of the war at least as im- 
poytantly as the recent RAF 
smashing at the Ruhr. 

Wednesday. 27th of May (so the 
Gallery whispers), was bright and 
clear in Czechoslovakia, the 
pleasantest day of the year so far. 

The beautiful city of Prague 
was bathed in golden sunlight as 
Heydrich looked out over the bal- 
cony of his suite in the Hradcany 
Castle, the famous centuries-old 
palace of the Bohemian kings, 
which he had commandeered as 
his headquarters. 

He held a conference in the fore- 
noon, during which he appeared 
in the best of humour, and said 
he hoped to spend a little while 
admiring the same view again in 
the afternoon, He made no refer- 


| ence to leaving Prague—certainly 


none to the fantastic possibility of 
his body lying there in state a 
week later 

Yet at 3.10 p.m. he Was seen at 
the wheel of his Mercedes-Benz at 
the northern gate heading for the 
Strossmeyer Road to Berlin. At 
3.20 he had reached Puch- 
mayerova, a working-class locality 
something like London’s Mile End 
Road, two miles away from the 
Castle. Though these times and 
names have not been mentioned 
officially I can personally vouch 
for them. 

The official report now continues 
the story.... 

At 3.22 two Czechs stepped out 
into the road. One threw a small 
bomb which rocked the Mercedes, 
and without waiting to see what 
happened next disappeared up a 
side street. 

The other calmly “ drew a bead ” 
on Heydrich with an automatic 
pistol and fired three shots. With- 
out haste but without delay he, 
too, disappeared round the corner.

He was obviously lured away 
from the Castle for a reason or 
by a summons delivered without 
warning, yet which he dared not 
ignore, and therefore the people 
who ambushed him must have 
been either the principals or the 
agents of those who had the 
rower to demand his obedience. 

Only one solution remains. 
Either his death must have been 
ordered by high Nazis, who could 
arrange all the details well in 
advance, or anti-Nazis have access 
to the highest quarters of Nazi 
officialdom which could bring 
Heydrich out of the Castle. 

In support of the latter theory 
there is evidence of a sort that a 
parachutist — not necessarily a 
Czech — came down from an 
unidentified plane the previous 
evening a few miles away from 
Prague, and had not been 
accounted for. 

It is known that the Gestapo 
concentrated on hunting for this 
man. There is reason to think 
that such a man could also have 
been picked up again without fear 
of being reported. 

As regards Heydrich’s wounds, 
did he at the last moment recog- 
nise his killer? The Nazi Hell

hours with a background of quiet 
endurance; while seamen nursed 
themselves and their old ship mile 
by mile nearer to England.
